City Pumps Shut Down. 

The city pumps have been shut 
down and the best that the officials of 
‘he Montreal Water and Power Co., a 
concern Which hes come to the aid of 
tho civic department, cu. promise is 
a supply of fifteen million gallons per 
day or about half the normal city sup- 
ply. 

In six sections of the city, the Mor- 
treal Water and Power Co. will senl 
theirs water through the city main:, 
the necessary connections fortunateiy 
having been made a few years ago, 
when the city service was similarly 
affected. In the meantime the city ‘s 
doing what it can do to remedy the 
damage and inconvenience wrough! 
us a result of the break, Water car.s 
ave meking the raunds, supplyiug the 
hospitals, hotels, restaurants and 
boarding houses, supply is being given 
citizens at the fire hydrants ov certain 
streets, while all over the city snow fs 
being gathered and ‘melted for drink- 
ing and washing . purposes. 

Gravest Danger from Fire, 

The gravest danger under the cir- 
cumstances is from fire. Althoug. 
the cause of the break has not been 
finally cstablished ,it is thought Ahat 
in widening and reopening the old 
ayueduct, which runs parallel to the 
main conduit, a disturbance of the 
earth was responsible for the forming 
of a bridge with the result that the 
pipe sagged and sustained a crack 
sixty feet long. The knowledge of the 
leukage in the section where the 
vreakage occurred was in possession 
of officials Saturday last, and when the 
break o¢curred on the night of Christ- 
mas day it was thought that they 
were in a fair way of reaching the 
spot and making repairs without in- 
terruption to the service.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 26--1t was 
for a Los Angeles hotel chambermaid, 
who has since fled the city, that John 
Bostick, a youthful bandit held up 
the train at Elmonte, on Dec 1, The 
murder of the railroad official, H. FE. 
Montague, who was killed by the rob- 
ber as he entered a Pullman car, was 
an unforeseen incident which spoiled 
Bostick’s plans for the girl. 

Bostick laid bare this feature of his 
crime to Sheriff Hammell today, He 
told the sheriff he wanted funds for 
the girl, who is supposed to be now 
in Phoenix, Ariz., and he had intend- 
ed to return to Los Angeles and take 
her away on a trip as soon as the ex; 
citement over the murder and train 
robbery had died down. 

The girl werked in a down town 
hotel until Wednesday, when she 
learned from the newspapers Bostick 
was a bandit ang murderer. 

The sheriff,intends to bring her 
back to Los Angeles. A great throng | 
gathered around the county prison 
today to vet a glimnse of the prison- 
er. Sheriff Hammeill asked for a de- 
tall of potice guards, and then to dis- 
perse the crowd he had one of his de- 
puties who resembled the bandit, 
handcuffed to another deputy and 
taken for a ride in an automobile.

ONE MAN WAS KILLED 
76 WERE ARRESTED 


Those Arrested Will be Charged 
With Creating Disturbance of 
the Peace

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 26—The 
police were justified in dispersing the 
meeting yesterday, of 1,000 unemploy- 
ed men at the plaza at a cost of the 
life of one, the arrest of 75 and the 
clubbing of many others, according 
to members of the public welfare com- 
mittee of the city council. 

That decision was reached late to- 
day after an official investigation: of 
the affatr which convinced the com- 
mittee that the riot was started by 
the idle men themselves—the indus- 
trial workers, of the world and Mexi- 
cans and other foreigners—when the 
police attempted t stop a public 
meeting which was being held wiih- 
out a permit. 

It was decided to issue complaints 
tomorrow charging disturbance of the 
peace against 32 of the 75 men ar- 
rested the belief being that it would 
be easier to obtain con#ictions upon 
that charge than upon rioting. 

A more scrious charge, .. probably 
assault with deudly weapon, will be 
Placed against Jesus Zavia, the Mexi- 
can, accused of stabbing Police Lieu- 
tenent Kreg in the neck after having 
knocked him down. 

During the council's investigation a 
large number of witnesses was heard. 


They included officers who were 
bruised with stones thrown by the 
rioters and some of the disturbers. 


Among the later was Peter Castorina, 
an industrial worker of the world, 
who accused the police. of having 
kicked and beaten the Mexicans about 
the plaza. He said that as an LW.W. 
he believed the United States govern- 
ment had disimherited him and thut 
when an organization of which he 
was a member was strong enough it 
would take over the government,

First Trip of Regular Service 
Made From Athabasca 
Landing

A new departure in 
methods to the Peace 
was started this week, when the 
Napid Transit Company, with head- 
quarters at Athabasca Luding, placed 
in service their first regular motor 
siage between that town and Peace 
River Crossing. The new service is 
the result of a trial trip made last 
week by the manager of the company, 
ht. C. Holley, accompanied by C. C, 
Umbach and his chafteur, “Scotty” 
Gardiner, who left the Landing on 
‘Mgnday, December 15th, in a five- 
passenger Ford machine and made 
the round trip to Peace River Cross- 
ing in one week, including a day's 
stay atthe terminal point of the jour- 
ney. 

The trip from the Landing was 
made overland, on the north side of 
the river, to Sawridge, thence on the 
ice of Lesser Slave lake to Nine-Mile 
Point. Arrived here, the party found 
that the high winds had served to 
break up the ice, which at that time 
had not formed sufficiently to cover 
the lake and piled it along the shore. 
They were therefore obliged to take 
to the shore for some fifteen miles, 
after which they were again able to 
proceed on the smoother ' roadway 
provided by nature on the surface of 
the lake. 

Leaving the Crossing on Friday, 
faster return trip was made,the party 
being then better acquainted with the 
conditions obiaining along their line 
of travel, The portion of the return 
trip between Mirror Landing and the 
Landing, a distance usually requiring 
three days to be made with horses, 
was covered in three hours, 

Mr. Holley was so highly _pleased 
with the result of the experinfent that 
he has made arrangements for a re- 
gular service to be begun at once, and 
the first machine left Athabasca with 
four passengers on Wednesday of this 
week. Two round trips will be made 
each week, as soon as the company 
can get another machine on the 
ground, and should traffic warrant 
other machines wil! be added from 
time to time.

The withdrawals aggregated 
close to 19,900,000 pesos and upwar.us 
of $700,000 in gold at current ex- 
change rates. Tankers hold the opin- 
ion that this institution ts solvent and 
believe that the proposed plan to ex- 
tend the bank holiday wiil afford it 
ample relief, The president of a 
leading bank, the condition of whica 
is above suspicion, suggested the first 
holiday relief measure and now sanc- 
tions the extension of the period. 

The rush to exchange bank bills 
continued today at the Central Ran‘, 
but it was less pronounced than on 
previous days. The bank of London 
and \Mexico bills although looked upon

BIG STORM RESULTS 
IN HEAVY TOLL OF LIFE 


Gale Which Swept Coats at One 
Time Registered 50 Miles 
an Hour

NEW YORK, Dec. 26—Two men 
drowned in the East river and ten 
men of the crews of two barges 


wrecked on the New Jersey coast, giv- 
en up as lost is the cost in human 
lives of the storm which swept over 
this city and vicinity early this morn- 
ing. 

Most of. the property losses due 
to bulkheads giving way to the on- 
slaught of the waves followed by a 
gale which at one time was 50 miles 
an hour. Two three-masted barges 
whose crews have been given up us 
lost were in tow of the sea-going tug, 
Edward F. 

While the storm was at its worst 
the barges broke away and then drift- 
ed in shore midway between life-sav- 
ing stations 15 and 16, six miles 
south of Seaside Park, N.J. At 9.30 
this morning only one of the barges 
was visible and on it was the form of 
aman, It disappeared later. 

Heroic efforts on the part of the 
life-saving crew have so far failed to 
reveal a single survivor of the wreck. 
Two men drowned here were long- 
shoremen whose boat was caught in 
the storm and swamped. 

At Seabright fear was expressed 
that another rise of the sea at high 
tide during the night might work fur- 


ther havoc. Much damage has been 
done the pound fishing industry along 
the New Jersey coust for some dis- 


tance south of Sandy Hook.
